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THORNTON PUBLIC LIBRARY 
ANNUAL REPORT 


The Thornton Public Library Trustees organized after town elections in 
March with Ann Hoey as Chairperson, Ethel DeGrace as Treasurer and Suzan 
Gannett as Secretary. 


We welcomed Mary Bohn as librarian as of September. Both Mary Bohn 
and Barbara MacDonald, who substituted during the summer, reorganized 
bookshelves and magazine collections. A number of duplicate or outdated 
books were donated to a veterans’ home in Tilton. We thank both Barbara 
MacDonald and Mary Bohn for their hard work. 


Through purchases and gifts, including a donation of adult reference 
books, the library’s collection of books increased substantially. We purch- 
ased more card catalogue drawers to accommodate the increased inventory. 


Because of the need for more space, the library trustees applied for $25 ,000 
in grant money from the State Library Association. The money, along with 
matching funds from the town, would be used to expand the dimensions of the 
present library room. A larger room would also enable the schoolchildren to 
make greater use of library facilities. 


The library continues to integrate activities with the school. Mrs. Bohn has 
helped teachers schedule more class time in the library for research and other 
purposes. 


The library has accepted the role as the Thornton coordinator for a program 
called the Rural Arts Initiative, developed by the New Hampshire State Coun- 
cil on the Arts. Under the sponsorship of the library, the town will host artists 
for residencies and performances. In April, the Thornton schoolchildren and 
residents will be treated to a performance by the Pontime Movement Theater. 


We always welcome suggestions for improving the library’s programs and 
services.

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CAMPTON-THORNTON FIRE DEPARTMENT 
REPORT FOR 1987 


Another year has passed quickly and it has been a busy year for the Fire De- 
partment and Fast Squad. Reports of the Fire Chief and Fast Squad appear on 
another page. 


This past year saw two changes. First, we joined Lakes Region Mutual Aid 
for dispatching. This is far more costly than before, however, it is still a lot 
less than operating our own dispatch system. Secondly, two Fire Commis- 
sioners stepped down, Dean Marcroft and John Dole. We certainly thank both 
men for their time and service to the Fire Departments and Towns. Welcome 
to Keith Byerly of Thornton and Herbert Karsten of Campton as new Fire 
Commissioners. 


The Commissioners are asking the same amount be raised as last year’s 
budget and feel we can live within this amount again this year.

Between July 1986 and June 1987, we experienced fewer fires than normal. 
The three leading causes of forest fires were again children, fires kindled 
without written permission of a Forest Fire Warden and debris burning. All 
causes are preventable, but only with your help. 


Please help our town and state forest fire officials with forest fire preven- 
tion. Contact your Forest Fire Warden for more information. 


Enforcement of a state timber harvest regulation is the responsibility of 
State Forestry officials. Our state has excellent timber harvest regulations; 
however, your assistance is needed. 


If you know of a logging operation and suspect a state timber harvest law 
may be violated, call your Forest Fire Warden, or Concord Forest Protection 
Headquarters at (603) 271-2217. 


If you own forest land, you became responsible for the Timber Tax pay- 
ment starting April 1, 1986. This is a change in the Timber Tax Law that will 
impact all forest landowners. Contact your Board of Selectmen for timber tax 
forms.

The Pemi-Baker Home Health Agency, a non-profit agency, has provided 
services to its member towns since 1967. We continue to strive to strengthen 
our current services and provide quality Home Care to those in need so that we 
bring a level of care to our clients that will allow them to remain in their homes 
in the best possible health. 


In August of 1987 Elaine Vieira, RN, returned to the Pemi-Baker Home 
Health Agency to assume the position of Director of Clinical Services. Mary 
Moulton, Susan Reese, Darlene Pierce and Nancy Morin provide Aide ser- 
vices to those in need of personal care. Dorothy Curran, Jeanne Erickson, 
Sharon Smith and Alice McGarry provide Skilled Nursing care to our clients. 
Meinsje DeNoble, Physical Therapist, Paul Lister, Speech Pathologist, and 
Kathryn Smith, Occupational Therapist provide Therapeutic services to our 
clients. Janice Gallinger is the current Board President. Kathryn Dauphine is 
the Bookkeeper/Administrative Assistant and Margaret Crowell is the Execu- 
tive Director of the Agency. 


The Pemi-Baker Home Health Agency holds free Blood Pressure and 
Diabetic Screening clinics in Asland, Hebron, Plymouth and Rumney. We 
hold free Immunization Clinics every other month at the American Legion in 
Plymouth. 


In October the Agency offered a two day flu clinic. One hundred and forty 
flu shots were given. 


In November the “Helping Hands” program was introduced to the commu- 
nity. This program provides, at no expense, free time on a regular basis for in- 
dividuals who have full charge and care of a home-bound person who cannot 
be left unattended.

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NORTH COUNTRY COUNCIL 
Annual Report 


North Country Council was extremely busy in 1987 as it continued to pro- 
vide a wide range of assistance to North Country communities. 


As a regional non-profit public agency chartered under NH RSA 36:45, the 
Council is responsible for assisting its member communities in local town 
planning, regional planning, economic development and numerous other 
community services. In addition to the direct assistance the Council provides 
each member community, it is an advocate for all North Country towns in 
legislative and funding issues with the state and federal governments. 


The North Country is experiencing tremendous growth and development 
pressures. The Council is dedicated to assisting towns with the impacts as- 
sociated with these pressures. In order to more efficiently serve its member- 
ship, the Council has assigned a staff person to respond to each town’s request 
for assistance. In this way, continuity between the town and the Council is en- 
sured and the overall effectiveness of the Council is increased. 


In THORNTON, the Council wrote the Master Plan and proposed site plan 
regulations. NCC also completed a study of septage disposal alternatives and 
coordinated the planning efforts of the Pemi-Baker Solid Waste District. 


The Council again provided information and guidance to many towns on 
federal and state grant and loan programs. This past year the Council adminis- 
tered over $6.7 million in Community Development Block Grant funds in fif- 
teen communities. The funds were used for housing rehabilitation, downtown 
revitalization, public facility improvements, business revolving loans, and 
feasibility studies for housing rehabilitation and public facility improve- 
ments. 


The Council has taken an active role in addressing the affordable housing 
issue in cooperation with member communities. The Council is presently ad- 
ministering a regional housing rehabilitation program which is making 358 
housing units available to eligible North Country residents. 


Community planning assistance has emphasized master planning and im- 
provement in local land use controls. New state mandates and commercial and 
residential growth in several towns have created busy work loads for planning 
boards. The Council’s assistance takes many forms: regional workshops, 
newsletters, regulation review and update, and assistance on a regular or one- 
time basis for subdivision and site plan applications. 
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The Council sponsored four industrial development workshops for local 
economic officials. The workshops provided information on business recruit- 
ment, marketing and working cooperatively with federal and state officials to 
promote community economic development. 


The Council again co-sponsored the Municipal Law Lecture series with the 
NH Municipal Association. The Law Lecture this year covered local planning 
board procedures, administration and enforcement of ordinances, growth 
management and review of recent court cases and state law changes regarding 
local land use planning. 


Overall, the Council’s major objective is to work with North Country towns 
in solving local and regional problems. We rely on and appreciate the involve- 
ment of town officials and residents and look forward to assisting your town 
this coming year.

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REPORT OF GRAFTON COUNTY COMMISSIONERS 


Budget for the current fiscal year is $8,947,343. Town taxes to the County 
average 6.7% or $2.21 per $1,000, of the property owner’s tax bill. The major 
portion of county expenses goes to the operation of the Nursing Home 
(39.69%) and to human services programs for the elderly, disabled, nursing 
care and children (26.86%). 


Registry of Deeds had gross income of $3,630,159 in 1987. The total 
number of documents processed in 1987 was 29,983. $3,184,982 was re- 
ceived in transfer tax, of which 96% or $3,057,584 went to the State of NH 
and 4% or $127,398 was retained as county income. Other receipts include re- 
cording and copy fees in the amount of $445,177. Total income to the County 
was $572,575 compared to a total of $3,057,584 paid to the State, although 
the County is liable for 100% of all operating costs. 


Human Services: Old Age & Disabled grant programs remain fairly con- 
stant with the elderly program averaging 100 cases at $4,800 per month and 
the disabled averaging 225 cases at $21,000 per month. Intermediate Nursing 
Care caseload increased with SB-1 where the County became responsible for 
all INC cases and eliminated town liability. INC cases now average 255 at 
$110,000 per month, a rapidly increasing cost to the counties with savings to 
the towns. Children and Youth Services also became a county liability under 
Senate Bill 1, with counties reimbursing the State 25% for all child service 
costs. It is impossible to give accurate figures for child expenses, as they are 
rapidly increasing monthly. Current accounts reflect 130 to 150 cases costing 
from $64,000 to $75,000 per month. (At the beginning of this fiscal year, we 
had approximately~120 cases at about $50,000 per month.) The County has 
25% funding liability of child placement costs and we are taking an active in- 
terest in the needs of children in Grafton County. Social Service agencies re- 
ceive $247,217 or $4.03 per capita, to provide much needed services for 
home health, mental health, developmentally disabled, senior citizens trans- 
portation and nutrition and many other valuable programs. 


Correctional Facility is increasingly overpopulated, now averaging 58 in- 
mates per day and frequently housing 60+. The current cost of operation is 
$28.63 per inmate day. We have contracted with an architect to present design 
and cost for a 34 bed addition. Schematic designs and price estimates are ex- 
pected by mid-January to go out for bid by late January with bid results due in 
by the end of February. Funding issues should go to the delegation and public 
in March with anticipated ground breaking in April. 
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Grafton County Nursing Home for intermediate nursing care is licensed for 
136 beds and is about 80% reimbursable. FY 87 cost per patient day was 
$68.78 with $58.87 reimbursed by Medicaid. 


Grafton County Farm continues to be self-supporting and provides work for 
inmates as well as offering access for experimental agricultural projects. This 
is primarily a dairy farm with an average herd of 170, but also grows produce 
for the nursing home. 


Grafton County Commissioners meet weekly on Wednesdays. We encour- 
age public attendance and welcome facility tours. We were deeply saddened 
by the deaths of Commissioner Arthur E. Snell, Dist. #2 and Commissioner 
Leonard Anderson, Dist. #3, early this year.

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ANNUAL REPORT OF THE SCHOOL NURSE 
1987 


As the new Thornton School Nurse, I am pleased to report the following: 


1. All children in the school are properly immunized against diphtheria, 
pertussis, tenanus, polio, measles and mumps, and the annual Immunization 
Report has been properly filed with the State. 


2. All fifth and seventh graders who had parental permission were given 
physical examinations by Dr. Steven Elgert. 


3. Seventy-one children in grades one through five are participating in the 
Fluoride Rinse Program with parental permission. This program is funded by 
the New Hampshire Department of Dental Health and consists of daily dry 
brushing of teeth plus a weekly rinsing with sodium fluoride. Fifth graders 
also floss their teeth. The State Dental hygienist checks the level of placque at 
the beginning and end of the school year, and hopefully finds a decrease in 
placque levels. She also visits the school during the year to talk to the students 
about proper brushing, flossing and general dental care. Much credit and 
thanks to the classroom teachers for the time they spend implementing this 
program. 


4. All children are screened by the nurse for height, weight, vision, hear- 
ing, scoliosis, and blood pressure. Referrals are sent home when any abnor- 
malities are found. 


5. All children are periodically checked for head lice. 


6. First Aid is given as necessary, by the nurse on the one day per week that 
she is at the school, and by the school secretary or teachers at other times. A 
daily log is kept of these treatments and accident reports are filed when neces- 


Sary. 
7. Films, filmstrips and informal classes on health-related issues are 
periodically presented. 


8. Conferences are held by the nurse with parents as necessary, either in 
person or on the telephone. 


9. The Free and Reduced Hot Lunch Program is monitored by the nurse and 
the proper forms have been filed with the state. 


10. Each student has a cumulative health record that is kept accurately and 
up-to-date. This includes health history, immunization records, medical 
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exam and screening results, medical recommendations, referrals, nurse and 
teacher observations, and other supplemental records. 


11. The nurse works closely with the kindergarten teacher, speech 
pathologist and resource room teacher on Pre-school screening. A vision and 
hearing clinic for four and five year olds is held at the Plymouth Area High 
School. 


12. The nurse has attended four all day nursing conferences this year on her 
own time and at her own expense. 


13. The nurse acts as a resource person to teachers and parents on a variety 
of health-related subjects. 


Space inadequacies at the school have made it very difficult to carry on the 
above functions in a manner consistant with privacy, efficiency, and good 
nursing care. Children also often need to be sent home in case of minor illness 
because there is no quiet space for them to lie down. 


I thank the parents and staff who helped support the Health Services prog- 
ram this year.

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REPORT OF THE PRINCIPAL 


Enrollment increases continue to put pressure on the physical facilities and 
there is no evidence to suggest that this pressure will be relieved anytime 
soon. As of January 4, 1988, Thornton Central School had an enrollment of 
135 students, an increase of nearly 11% from the previous year. 


The major space problem continues to be at the lower grades which will, of 
course, reflect in the upper grades two or three years from now. Our projec- 
tion indicates we will have from 25-27 Kindergarten aged students for the 
1988-89 school year. If our projections are accurate we shall have 71 students 
in grades K-3, an increase of 90% since 1982.

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REPORT FROM THE SUPERINTENDENT OF SCHOOLS 


School Administrative Unit #48 continues in its goal to prepare our chil- 
dren for the present and the future. Within our ever changing environment this 
is no small task. Our entire staff is dedicated to dealing with the individual 
needs of our children, while being responsive to parental and community con- 
cerns; as well as State and Federal Mandates. 


We are responding to the need for sound “basics” educational programming 
while also introducing our students to technology. Several grants have al- 
lowed our schools to utilize technology in the classroom. Holderness received 
a laser grant, while Campton and Plymouth will receive training grants in the 
use of computers for teachers. Other SAU Districts continue to expand their 
use of technology in the classrooms. 


Curriculum development and program implementation remains a high 
priority. Our goal this year is to implement a cyclical process for curriculum 
development and a procedure to insure program implementation using all the 
SAU resources to benefit all districts. Our teachers and administrators will be 
making this process work. 


The expanding growth of our area is both exciting and demanding. As the 
populations within our schools grow, each district has responded in kind. The 
addition to Holderness Central School begins this spring. Thornton will vote 
on a bond issue for expansion in March. Campton, having completed the first 
phase of expansion last year, prepares for further expansion in the near future. 
Plymouth’s School Building Needs Committee continues its work and ex- 
pects to finalize plans for a school addition this spring. Rumney and 
Wentworth are in the initial stages of planning for future building renovation 
and expansion. 


The Cooperative School District Study Committee continues its work in 
evaluating various school organizational structures and funding mechanisms. 
The committee is engaged in a long range study to evaluate educational 
ramifications, current facilities, enrollment, demographic and financial con- 
siderations involved with each educational structure. 


Community support for our schools has always been a trademark in School 
Administrative Unit #48. Your support during these changing times will tes- 
tify to our continued commitment to quality education. 


Our districts continue to move toward excellence. Teachers continue to im- 
prove their instructional techniques, while district administrators strive to im- 
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prove their abilities. Several administrators are moving toward advanced de- 
grees from Doctorates in Education to a variety of advanced degrees and cer- 
tificates. Their commitment to quality education is very encouraging. We 
welcome new administrators to the School Administrative Unit #48 family: 
Michael Maroni - Holderness Central School Principal; Frank Sawyer - 
Thornton Central School Interim Principal; Sandra Tilton - Chapter ! Coor- 
dinator. 


We also welcome Gail Hannigan as our new Gifted and Talented Coor- 
dinator/Teacher. 


As your superintendent, I wish to thank you for giving me the opportunity 
to work with all of you in making School Administrative Unit #48 the best it 
can be. We all must continue to work together toward our ultimate goal of 
helping learners learn. 
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EXPLANATION OF SUPERINTENDENT’S AND 
ASSISTANT SUPERINTENDENT?’S SALARY FOR 1986-1987 


Chapter 189, Section 48 Revised Statutes Annotated of the State of New 
Hampshire, requires that the school district annual report show the total 
amount paid to the Superintendent of Schools as per the following quotation: 
“Reports. Each Superintendent of a School Administrative Unit shall annu- 
ally prepare a report of the total salary paid to the superintendent, showing in 
detail the amount paid by the state and each local school district and their share 
of same. . . Said report shall be included in the annual report of the respective 
school district as a separate entry. A like report and entry shall be made for 
each assistant superintendent, teacher consultant, and business administrator 
if any is in service in the unit.” 


One-half of the School Administrative Unit expenses is prorated among the 
several school districts of the unit on the basis of adjusted valuations. One- 
half is prorated on the basis of average daily membership in the school for the 
previous school year ending June 30th. The salary of $45,595.00 which was 
received by the Superintendent of Schools of School Administrative Unit #48 
during 1986-1987 was prorated among the school districts comprising the 
School Administrative Unit. Allowance for $2,500.00 travel within the Unit 
was also prorated as stated above. 


The salary of $35,000.00 for the Assistant Superintendent during 1986- 
1987 and travel allowance within the Unit of $1,750.00 was prorated as stated 
above. 


The table below shows the portion of salary and travel charged to each 
school district.
